“Phe prime purpose of the food ad- 
ministration,” the announcement said, 
“is to protect the patriot against the 
slacker in business. It has generally | 
been recognized that the enormous ob- 
ligation imposed on the American peo- 
ple to feed our soldiers at the front 
and the allies creates a disturbing fac- 
tor in trade which allows opportunity 
to a few to impose burdens upon the 
many and that it is of vital national 
importance that such control should be 
exerted as will remedy, so far as may 
be, the economic disturbances incident 
to the war.” 

Regulations Planned. 

Issuance of the president's proclama- 
tion has* been delayed, the announce- 
ment said, that the food administration 
might complete conferences with rep- 
resentatives of trades and producers 
and consumers. Already about 200 
conferences have been held at which 
were planned regulations and con- 
structive methods of control. 

“Tt has been the desire of the food 
administration,” the announcement con- 
tinued, “to secure the co-operation of 
all patriotic men in the various trades 
go as to eliminate speculation, hoard- 
ing. unreasonable profits, wasteful 
practices, etc., in the great distribution 
gystem of the country. 

“The licensing provision in the food 
bill is limited in operation to the 
channel of trade which lies between 
the farmers on the one hand and the 
retailer on the other, except as it ex- 
tends to those few retailers who do an 
annual business of more than $100,000. 

‘The food administration has selected 
about twenty basic commodities and 
their products as forming the prime 
basis of life and has limited its licens- 
ing control to these commodities and 
also, in so far as practicable, eliminate 
the smallest units of business in these 
staples. 

“It is the purpose of the food admin- 
istration to effect conservation in the 
commer cl AbpliAé of these commodities 
and to keep em flowing toward the 
gonsumer in direct lines through the 
channels of trade in as economical a 
manner as possible. The administra- 
tion does not wish to disturb the nor- 
mai and necessary activities of busi- 
ness and no business factor who is per- 
forming a useful function will be ex- 
pected to surrender that function. 

Duties of Food Administration. 

“The administration is, however, 
charged with several duties. 

“The producer must have a free out- 
jet and a ready market. 

“There must be no manipulation in 
foods. 

“There must be no hoarding of foods. 

“Unfair or unreasonable profits must 
be eliminated. 

“Discriminatory and deceptive and 
wasteful practices which in any way 
restricts supply or distribution must 
be stopped.

Call 
Officers Newport and Turner with De- 
tective Jamison went to the scene and 
arrested Austin, who had gone to his 
home unaware that anything was 
wrong, ‘and the motorman, who was 
still on his run. They were taken 
to the police station and held for in- 
vestigation. 

Neck Broken, 

At the hospital it was found that 
Puckett had suffered a broken neck, 
but that there was no symptom of 
heart trouble or apoplexy to show why 
he had fallen from the car, which had 
not been in motion at the ttme. Wall, 
however, testified that he saw the man 
throw up his hands and fall to the 
ground. : 

Born is 57 years old and resides at 
Route No. 3, Decatur.

Georgia Negro Soldiers. 


Camp Gordon will continue to be the 
training ground for the negro select- 
men from Georgia, and the negroes of 
every state will be trained at camps 
within their own states, but at no time 
will the percentage of negro selectmen 
in any one camp be greater than 26 


per cerit of the whole. 

There will only be one division of 
negro selectmen and they will be 
trained as stated as regiments in dif- 
ferent camps, but concentrated just 
before their departure for France. 

The orders thus far issued do not 
contemplate the moving of any of the 
officers from Camp Gordon, or break- 
ing into the brigade and regimental 
organizations. They do not affect the 
regulars, or the volunteer forces at 
Camp Gordon, such as ambulance 
corps, etc. 

Commanders to Select. 


The war department.is now working 
on a plan for the selection of the men 
from the regiments composed of select- 
men, for transfer to the national guard 
division. That plan has not yet been 
announced, officially, but the proba-

It does mean 
that this surpius will be under one 
division commander, General Eben 
Swift. Camp Gordon will have a full 
complement of approximately 41,000

General Bliss’ Statement.

the allied forces had battled their way 
forward to a depth of twelve hundred 


yards or more within the enemy terri- 
tory, and reports from all along a wide 
front indicated that everything was go- 
ing in favor of the assaulting troops, 
notwithstanding the exceedingly bad 
condition of the ground, due to the last 
few days of rain. 

On the north the French had surged 
across at the Fosbeek and Broenbeek 
rivers in the direction of Houthoulst 
forest, and at an early hour were re- 

orted to be fighting around Mange- 
aere, about 1,500 yards beyond their 
original front lines. By 8:30 o'clock 
they had obtained several hundred pris- 
oners, 

Further to the south the British 
pushed the Germans back to Poelcapelle 
and were fighting well in the eastern 
outskirts of the city around a big brew- 
ery. British troops on the Graven- 
stafel ridge had carried their drive for- 
ward to the Passchendaele ridge, and 
were resting about a thousand yards 
southwest of the town of Passchendaele. 

Between the Ypres-Roulers railway 
and the village of Broodseinde the ds- 
saulting forces had pushed forward for 
a considerable distance down the east- 
ern slopes of Broodseinde ridge and to 
the lower ground. East of Ypres, in 
the zone embracing Reutel and Polder- 
hoek, where there has been such bitter 
fighting recently, the British were 
carrying out strong operations, and it 
was reported that success also had been 
achieved here, 


British Surround Germans. 


Just north of Broodseinde, at Daisy 
wood, the Germans were holding out 
strongly. The British had pushed for- 
ward and surrounded the wood, and hot 
fizhting was proceeding. The 
also met with strong resistance at Bold- 
erhoke plateau. They reached this po- 
sition early in the attack, but were 
forced by heavy machine-gun fire to 
withdraw a little for the moment. At 
the latest report they had again made 
an advance. 

The meager report received just as 
this dispatch was filed said that the 
Germans were counter attacking heav- 
ily astride the Ypres-Roulers railway. 

The air service is doing fine work, 
notwithstanding a gale of wind. Six 
German airplanes that ventured over 
the British lines at a height of 9,600 
feet, were engaged in battle by Brit- 
ish airmen and a spectacular fight is 
continued. 

Prisoners were being brought back 
in large number soon after the fight 
began. 

The battle opened at 5:20 a. m. un- 
der a clear sky, but the ground had 
been turned into a morass by the re- 
cent rains in several places. It was 
especially difficult for operation on 
the northern section of attack, where 
there are many little rivers bordered 
by marshy ground. The gunfire from 
both the British and French artilleries 
was terrific at the hour of the at- 
tack and the preliminary bombard- 
ment had been intense for days. The 
German artillery was replying weakly 
this morning at many places. 

British Officia) Report. 

London, October 9—The British 
troops have effected the complete cap- 
ture of Poelcapelle and have advanced 
nearly two miles to the northwest of 
that village in their drive in Flanders 
today. According to the report from 
Field Marshal Haig tonight, the Brit- 
ish operators were very successful. 
All objectives have been gained and 
the number of prisoners already exceeds 
one thousand. 

The text of the communication fol- 
lows: 

“A heavy rain fell continuously dur- 
ing the afternoon and evening of yes- 
terday, caustng the ground to become 
soggy and very difficult for the pas- 
sage of troops. 

“Notwithstanding the stormy weath- 
er and the waterlogged condition of 
the ground, our troops succeeded in 
launching an attack at 5:20 o'clock 


this morning in conjunction with the 
French on our left, with very success- 
ful results. 

“The front of the attack extended 
from a point southeast of Broodseinde 
to St. Janesbeek, one mile southeast 
of Bixschoote. On the extreme right 
the Australinn troops moved forward 
over the crest of the ridge east and 
northeast of Broodseinde, securing all 
their objectives. 

‘On the right center a third Itne ter- 
ritorial division comprising Manches- 
ter, East Lancashire and Lancashire 
regiments advanced one mile northward 
along the ridge in the direction of Pass- 
chendaele, capturing all its objectives, 
under most trying and fficult cir- 
cumstances ‘with great determination 
and gallantry. 

‘In the center between the main 
ridge and Poelcapelle a considerable ad- 
Vance was made, which includes the 
capture of many fortified farms and 
concreted redoubts. 

“On the left center we have complet- 
ed the capture of Poelcapelle.

FRENCH MOVED 
WITH RAPIDITY. 


With the French Armies in Flanders, 
October 9.—(By the Associated Press.) 
Amid one of the most terrific hurri- 
canes of artillery fire, the 
army, operating in conjunction 
the British, early this mornin 
brilliant victory which carried _ the 
troops forward to a depth of half a 
mile along a front of about a mile 
stretching from Draetbank to Wyden- 
dreeft. More than 300 prisoners and a 
number of cannon and machine guns 
fell into the hands of the French, and 
their advance took them to a position 
where they command the western bor- 
der of the forest at Houtholst. 

The movement was a pivoting one, 
and as a result virtually all the ob- 
servatories dominating the vast Flan- 
ders plain now are in the hands of 
the allies. 

The result of the day's fighting, in 
addition to the men and material cap- 
tured, is that the forest of Houtholst, 
which comprises five or six miles of 
thickly-wooded ground, now is virtt- 
lanked on both sides. As far 
as can ‘be learned the wood contains 
considerable artillery and large num- 
bers of machine guns, but the Ger- 
mans must find extraordinary diffi- 
culty in keeping them supplied. 

For the moment the French troops 
are occupied in consolidating the 
ground won which, although small in 
extent, represents an invaluable gain, 
as it deprives the Germans of their 
points of observation.

HEALTH AT CAMP GORDON 


Measles in One Building—On 
Whole Exceptionally Good. 


So far the camp has been blessed by 
unusual good health. This is due. par- 
tially to the high standard of health 


and in a large measure to the excel- 
lent sanitation of the camp.

In the face of the order issued by the 
war department making drastic 
changes in the personnel of the Eighty- 
second Nationgl! Army division at Camp 
Gordon, instructions were yesterday 
afternoon issued by General Bben 
Swift to the effect that the formal 
mustering of the various military units 
which was to have begun today, will 
be indefinitely postponed. 

At the same time the order states 
that the work of preparing mruster 
cards for the men now forming the di- 
vision is to rushed to the utmost 
limit and that the working force of 
the present mustering office is to be 
greatly enlarged. 

The mustering policy adopted by the 
war department previous to the change 
which is take place in all canton- 
ments was to formally muster in only 
those regiments which had gained their 
full war strength. The recent change 
in the order of personnel in the nation- 
al army will probably mean that the 
men will be formally mustered in only 
after the extensive transfers which are 
to occur take place. 

The muster service companies of the 
325th infantry was to have occurred 
Wednesday, ten companies of that reg- 
iment having been prepared for the 
ceremony. 

The order postponing the muster of 
the regiments at Camp Gordon most 
probabiy means that this will occur 
only after the men now at the camp 
are transferred.

Target Practice; Transportation; Uniforms; Vaccina-

TARGET PRACTICE: One of the 


most interesting features - a soldier's 
life is the work done on the target 


range, and also one of the most diffi- 
cult. Men who have never fired a 
service rifle experience great difficulty 
in handling it, because of the recoil, 
and also because of the distance at 
which they are compelled shoot. 
Those men who have been hunters 
have some advantage over men who 
have not been, but even the hunter is 
frequently surprised at his inability to 
make good scores on the target range. 
For the purpose of leading up to range 
practice, exercises are gone through 
in the companies for the purpose of 
teaching‘the men correct positions and 
the use of sights. These exercises 
may seem irksome, but no man is fit 
to go on the range until he has quali- 
fied in them. There is no royal road 
to shooting, and any man who aspires 
to become an expert rifleman will find 
it necessary to devote a great deal of 
time and attention to these preliminary 
drills. A soldier who cannot shoot 
may have his virtues, but he is very 
much handicapped on the battlefield, 
to say nothing of the drag he is upon 
his organization. 

After range practice 
field firing is held, in which the com- 
pany, with a tactical situation assum- 
ed, fires on targets representing the 
enemy in position. This marks the 
company gfade in shooting, as the 
range practice fixes that of the indi- 
vidual. 

TRANSPORTATION: Supplies

The standard army wagon is drawn 
by four mules and is known as an escort 
wagon; its load is about 2 600 pounds: 
Certain wagons are assigned to the 
regiment to carry rations, others for 
baggage and others for ammunition 
and tools. 

Ambulances are 
cal department for 
the sick or wounded. 

Transportation not assigned 
regiment is arranged into ‘trains and 
is khown ag the supply train, the am- 
munition train, the sanitary train and 
the engineer train, depending upon the 
nature of the material carried. These 
trains are under command of the offi- 
cers of the branches of the service to 
which they belong. 

Usually these trains are motorised 
and are organized into motor truck 
companies of 33 trucks, each com- 
manded by a commissioned officer. 

UNIFORMS: The uniform of the 
army is prescribed by order and is 
supplied td enlisted men without cost 
to themselves. The ull dress unti- 
form and the dress uni orm are of blue, 
while the: service unifétm is of olive 
arab; wool for winter wear and cot- 
ton for summier. Caps or service hats 
are worn, according to. the duty on 
which the weater happens to be. 

Under’ recent’ orders from the war 
department every one in the military

service must wear the service uniform 
during the period of war, the use of 
the full dress and dress uniforms being 
prohibited. It is likewise forbidden 
for any officer or soldier to wear 
civilian clothing at this time. 

The laws of the United States pro- 
hibits the wearing of any article of 
uniform by any person not in the mili- 
tarv service of the United States or of 
a state, or as a member of a cadet 
corps of a school or college, but per- 
mit it to be worn by actors in their 
portrayal of military characters. From 
this it can be seen that the abuse of 
the uniform is carefully guatrded 
against by law, and every soldier 
should be careful never to bring any 
discredit upon his cloth by conduct 
which would tend to injure the pres- 
tige of the army of which he is a 
mem Der. 

VACCINATION: As soon as possible 
after he reports, the selectman Is sent 
to the regimental infirmary for vacci- 
nation and inoculation. Vaccination, as 
has been demonstrated, is a preventive 


against smallpox; inoculation, against 
typhoid and para-typhoid, the latter a 
disease somewhat similar to typhoid 
and formerly mistaken for it. 

Typhoid fever, which ravaged our 
armies, particularly the volunteers, in 
1898, is an unknown disease in the 
service at the present time, there be- 
ing not a case of record since this in- 
oculation was made compulsory about 
1910. 


While many men feel sick and mis- 
erable for a few days after these 
treatments, the game is welt worth 
the candle, for all may rest assured 
that they have been given tmmunity 
from these scourges for a long period 
of time. 

War department orders require vat- 
cination and inoculation, not only for 
the protection of the individual, but 
also for the safety of the entire com- 
mand. 

VENEREAL DISEASES: Thé soldier 
is probably more apt to contract vene- 
real disease than ‘the young’ civilian, 
as he is removed from the restraints 
of the family influence, which, as a 
rule, is for good. It is a humiliating 
fact that the United States army has 
shown up to a few years ago :a great- 
ef amount of venerea) disease than 
that of any of the European nations 
This may bé due to the fact that young 
men are not thoroughly instructed as 
to the terrible character of this dis- 
ease. and consequently are not aware 
of its dangers. Every effort has been 
made in recent yeara to reduce this 
scourge in our army, with seme suc- 
cess, but the men themselvés must 
take the necessary steps to keep free 
from the taint which renders them un- 
fit not only for duty, but also & menace 
to their comrades. Every man who has 
exposed himself to venereal disease is 
ordered to report at once to the big 
hospital for prophylactic treatment, 
failing in which he is tried by court- 
martial, if venereal disease should de- 
velop. ; 

Attention is called to the fact that 
syphilis, which is probably the most 
dreadful of all venereal diseages, may 
be transmitted by heredity, and the 
innocent victims of this disease are 
numerous. .

Many 
local dealers suspended business last 
get coal from the mines. Most. of those 
week and many others are unable to 
concerns which have coal on hand are 
selling without reservation at the 
stated price. High-grade coal is seli- 
ing at $8 per ton, while poorer grate 
coal grades are selling at as low as 
$7.40, the lowest price quoted. 

It is not believed by officials of the 
local concern which today lowered its 
price that the price quotation ordered 
by their home office will stand through- 
out the winter, but merely until the 
mines begin delévering coal at the gov- 
ernment-fixed price of $2.65 per ton. 
The margin of gross profit allowed is 
understood to have been set at about 
$2, while it costs the coal dealer about 
$1.50 to get each ton of coal to his 
yard. In addition to that, he has to 
pay for the unloading. Thus, dealers 
figure out, the price under the new 
ruling of the government will be about 
$6 per ton for the best grades of grate 
coal. 

The wintry weather of Monday night 
and Tuesday caused a heavy demand 
of coal dealers, which they were under 
heavy stress to supply. Many people 
were unable to get coal deliveries even 


- at the -high. price and were forced to 


suffer considerable discomfort. Ac- 
cording to advices received recently in 
Atlanta, the differences between coal 
miners and their employers have been 
settled, and the mines are now rapidly 
getting into position to begin selling 
coal.

As this did not suffice, 
they have drawn the picked men from 
each of their companies on the eastern 
front, and, with the assistance of the 
class of 1918, have formed twehtty-sev- 
en new divisions, twenty-six of which 
have appeared in France, 

“They have then exchanged their 
picked troops of the eastern front for 
the inferior ones of the western front 
(landwehr). Finally, once the battle Is 
begun, in order to hold out, they have 
successively replaced, number for num- 
ber, sixteen exhausted divisions from 
the French front by fresh _ divisions 
from the eastern front. 

“However, in spite of using all these 
methods, of which the latter have only 
been possible this year due to the trou- 
ble made by the Russian _ revolution, 
Germany has made her supreme mili- 
tary effort.

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BONDS TO THE RESCUE. 


Brought face to face with the possibility 
of Atlanta's finding itself without water 
facilities next summer, council is doing its 
best to devise ways and means of circum- 
venting such a contingency; and its special 
waterworks committee, realizing that it is 
“a condition and not a theory that confronts 
us,” has recommended the wholly busi- 
nesslike and modern means of meeting such 
a condition: The bonding method. 

This committee has recommended a bond 
issue of $250,000 for the purpose of supply- 
ing new pumping and reservoir equipment to 
supplant that now in use, and which has 
been in use for so many years that expert 
authorities—among them Superintendent of 
Waterworks W. Zode Smith—declare that it 
is obsolete, practically worn out and liable 
at almost any time to go to pieces and leave 
Atlanta in a deplorable lurch. At the best, 
it is claimed, the present pumping machinery 
cannot suffice longer than until next summer 
—that it cannot possibly be expected to hold 
up under the burden of the maximum water 
consumption months of the dry season. 

That the finance committee of council, 
and subsequently the entire legislative 
branch of the city government, will unani- 
mously approve the special committee's rec- 
ommendations beyond question—at any 
rate, it should be. 

Nor should there be a moment’s unneces- 
sary delay in the calling of a bond election, 
because of the length of time necessary— 
estimated at approximately eight months— 
in getting the equipment built and installed 
after it is once ordered. 

It is, of course, a foregone conclusion 
that the voters of the city will favor such a 
bond issue when given an opportun#y to 
express themselves at the polls. 

Memories of Atlanta’s experience 
May should be all that is needed to impress 
upon the public mind the necessity of an 
adequate and reliable water system, and to 
suggest the horrible consequences should the 
pumping machinery fail under the extraordi- 
nary strain occasioned by a conflagration. 

The establishing of the cantonment at 
Camp Gordon has added materially to the 
demand upon our water department, increas- 
ing proportionately the danger of the pumps’ 
failure in emergency, and leaving the city 
proportionately more at the mercy of Provi- 
dence in the event of fire. 

It is probably as well that the proposed 
bond issue is to be confined to a purely 
emergency purpose. Inclusion of other 
items, perhaps not so vitally important— 
admittedly not so immediately pressing— 
might jeopardize its success at the polls. 

Atlanta needs many things that it has 
pot the money on hand to supply, such, as 
instances, as motorization of the fire depart- 
ment; better school facilities; hospital im- 
provements; a building to insure the preser- 
vation of the cyclorama; sewage system im- 
provements, etc., and it is difficult to know 
just where to draw the line between “emer- 
gencies” and simply things badly needed.

It again appeals to livestock owners to be 
more vigilant and to increase their efforts 
to keep their animals off the rails, and to 
railroad employees to cooperate in a gen- 
eral determination to reduce livestock de- 
struction on railroad tracks to the minimum. 

The fairness and the timeliness of such an 
appeal as this must be apparent to every- 


one, and this is something of a purely con- 


servation nature in which every citizen can 
and should co-operate. . It is intended to cur- 
tail an economic waste that is costly in the 
extreme, and for which there is no possible 
justification. 

The killing of a food animal reduces the 
world’s meat supply by just that much; and 
right now there is not a pound of food to 
be wasted. More than that, it entails a 
cash loss, either to the railroad company on 
whose tracks the killing takes place or to 
the owner of the animal, at a time when 
every citizen and every railroad corporation 
is taxed to the limit of his and its resources 
to meet the demands made by the war. And 
the economic loss is fully as great, if not 
greater, every time that a mule or a horse 
is killed. 

No animal has any right within the en- 
closures of a railroad right-of-way; and it is 
the duty of every owner of animals to pro- 
tect his property, and at the same time ob- 
serve the rights of the railroads, by employ- 
ing every reasonable means of keeping his 
livestock within its legal and proper 
bounds. : 


USING THE WATERWAYS. 


The purpose of the proposed Georgia 
Waterways congress, to be organized at a 
meeting to be held in Macon early in Novem- 
ber, and as outlined in a news story appear- 
ing in another column of this page, is essen- 
tially line with progress and public 
service. | 

Nothing can contribute more to commu- 
nity prosperity than cheap transportation, 
which accompanies plentiful and easily ac- 
cessible transportation facilities. * 

As Mr. Gilham, who has taken the initia- 
tive in the organizing of the proposed con- 
gress, aptly says: “Until recently we (Geor- 
gia) have had more transportation than we 
had commerce.” But it is so no,longer. 

In fact, means of transportation and 
transportation equipment in Georgia has not 
kept pace with the state’s commercial de- 
velopment. Especially has this truth been 
brought home to us since our railroads have 
been taxed to their limit to meet the extraor- 
dinary demands created by our entrance into 
the world war. 

Our highways for motor transportation, 
and our railroads—numerous and_ well- 
equipped as they are—have proven inade 
quate to go all the way toward serving the 
government and the public as they should be 
served. And the railroad companies are and 
have been tremendously handicapped by fuel 
conditions for the generation of motive 
power. 

A proper utilization of our waterways— 
most of which are now either idle or only 
partially employed—would remedy this con- 
dition throughout. It would insure adequate 
and cheap transportation service to the pub- 
lic, even better service to the government 
than it now enjoys, and greatly relieve and 
benefit the railroads themselves. 

Not only would the transforming of our 
major rivers into arteries of commerce pro- 
vide improved transportation facilities, but 
it would serve to develop millions upon mil- 
lions of horse power in electric energy to 
encourage new manufacturing industries as 
well as to supply those now established and 
dependent upon coal for steam; and provide 
a reliable, cheap form of power eventually 
to supplant coal in the running of railroad 
trains. 

As a matter of fact, the southeast can 
never hope to attain its fullest development 
in any line, proportionate with its splendid 
possibilities, so long as it permits its tre-

Waterways Congress Plans 
Utilization of Streams 
For Traffic and Power 


Macon, Ga. October 9.—(Special.)—To 
make the state's rivers, coastal waterways 
and canal projects perform greater service 
toward the development of Georgia’s re- 
sources generally, and to relieve the rail- 
roads of a part of their excessive traffic bur- 
dens in the present time of stress, and at 
the same time give the public the benefit 
of cheapened freight charges, is the task to 
be essayed by the Georgia Waterways con- 
gress, to be organized at a meeting to be 
held at Macon, next November 6. 

The idea is said to contemplate not so 
much competition with the rail carriers, but 
to co-operate’ with them, in keeping with 
what is known as the ‘‘parker idea.” In 
a statement explaining the. need for such 


an organization as the waterways congress 
through which to bring about the desired 
waterways improvements in this state, B. 
Gilham, who has undertaken'the task of or- 
ganizing the congress, says: 

‘tntil recently we have had more trans- 
portation than we had commerce, but a 
change has come about, reversing these con- 
ditions, and some sections of our’country 
have already commenced to utilize water- 
ways. If the state of Georgia is to maintain 
its place in the forefront of industrial and 
commercial progress, it is plain to many of 
us, that her waterways and the powers de- 
veloped in the improvement of same for 
navigation purposes, must be brought into 
immediate use. Railway expansion on a con- 
siderable scale is absolutely out of the ques- 


‘tion, due to the cost of labor, material, and 


other things necessary: for the safe and suc- 
cessful operation of such means, and it is 
better for the public that we seek to relieve 
the present and prospective strain on rail 
lines, and help them to answer the demands 
of the day by using natural and more eco- 
nomical means of transportation, connecting 
and co-operating with rail lines, and by this 
means take away the Staggering rate bur- 
dens, if we should use rail lines exclusively 
and permit them to serve us with profit to 
their owners.” 

The Georgia Waterways congress will un- 
deftake to establish a permanent line of co- 
operation with the Inland Waterways De- 

artment of Commerce, and, instead of the 
nterests of Georgia waitiwe to be forced 
into the use of its -water Aacilities, that its 
interests be saved from the embarrassments 
of delay, to merge the projects now under 
way, and make common cause of the matter. 

Until the present time, our congressmen 
have been going year after year for appro- 
priations to improve separate projects and 
river systems, and failing to obtain the nec- 
essary attention in most cases; but with all 
the forces united, and with complete infor-

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ATLANTA-FULTON COUNTY.WOMEN 
UNITE FOR PATRIOTIC SERVICE 


Atlanta-Fulton county unit, woman's di- 
vision, Council of National Defense, was or- 
ganized yesterday at a meeting which filled 
the chamber of commerce auditorium with 
the most prominent and substantia) women 
in, the city and county, these representing 
women’s organizations of every purpose for 
which women are banded together—charita- 
ble, educational, humanitarian, cultural, re- 
ligious, and even recreational. 

Mrs. Charles J. Haden was elected.chair- 
man of the county unit, and the speakers 
were men and women distinguished in vari- 
ous lines, and all devoting their services en- 
thusiastically to the government in its pres- 
ent call upon the co-operation of every man, 
woman and child in the country. 

Distinguished Speakers. 

Detailed explanation of the purpose of the 
meeting followed upon a program of brief 
patriotic speeches, by Dr. K. G. Matheson, 
president of Georgia School of Technology; 
Mr. Robert F. Maddox, Atlanta banker and 
vice president of the American Bankers’ as- 
sociation, and Captain Richards, head of the 
aviation school at Georgia Tech. 

Each speaker emphasized the value of 
what women are doing for their country, in 
the war emergency, and pointed their re- 
marks with their observations of what wo- 
men can and are doing in the particular line 
in which the speaker was most interested. © 

Dr. Matheson declared that one of the most 
Significant consequences of the war, another 
instance that good may sometimes come of 
evil, will be the changed status of women 
everywhere; the universal recognition of 
hier efficiency, which is growing rapidly 
upon the ‘universal consciousness, and the 
proof of her capacity to meet any responsi- 
bility placed upon her, this proof being now 
in evidence, both in Europe and America. 

He urged upon the women that they heed 
the call of their government, which asks 
for the giving of their best effort; and urged 
that in organization would they find the 
most fruitful expression of their desire to 
help. 

Women and Bonds, 

Mr. Maddox described the parade in New 
York, which he witnesses last Friday of the 
Red Cross society and nurses and the won- 
derful impressiveness of the twenty thou- 
sand earnest women in the spectacle. He 
spoke ofg¢the excellent work the women of 
America had done in the first sale of Liberty 
bonds, and what is expected of them: their 
part to be handled under the auspices of the 
Woman's Committee, Council of National 


. Defense, and their success to assist materi- 


ally in the financing of the tremendous sys- 
tem which has been organized since April 6, 
for the winning of the war. 

Captain Richards, touching upon each 
branch of the aerial service and its needs, 
declared the selection of the right men to 
man the service as the most vital fesue in 
providing a winning air army, and asked 
the co-operation of the women in sending 
to the service the men of the integrity, fear- 
lessness, physical qualifications and educa- 
tion to make good airmen. 

The ladies rose when it was announced 
that he is goon to go to France, ahd gave 
him cordial “God-speed.” 

Mrs. Samuel M, Inman, chairman of the 
Woman's Committee, Georgia Division Coun- 
cil of National Defense, then announced the 
reason for the organization of Atlanta-Ful- 
ton county units, quoting from instructions 
sent from national headquarters. 

Need of County Units. 

“The great value of having in every town 
or city in the country, as well as in the 
state, one central point for headquarters, 
where a record of all woman’s work and all 
information in regard to the needs of women 
throughout the country may. be kept, and 
government orders and bul- 
letins may be issued, cannot be overesti- 
mated. The woman’s committee has been 
charged by the Council of National Defense 
with so co-ordinating all the work of women 
as to make it most effective in the national 
crisis, and this can only be done if the means 
of communication to the women throughout 
the country are clearly established 
and can be quickly and effectively utilized. 
The city and town headquarters will be a 
large part of the development of this plan. 

“The secretary of war is at the head of 
the Council of National Defense, and the 
state council is appointed from Washington,” 


‘rollment, 


said Mrs. Inman. “From national headquar- 
ters come instructions to the state division 
that the county units be organized. You are 
already organized for your separate pur- 
poses, but the government calls for a central 
organizaion, to co-ordinate the work of all, 
and make available in speediest and most 
telling form woman’s desire for patriotic 
service. 

“The government has our work cut out for 
us. Liberty Bonds, food conservation, educa- 
tion as to the country’s conditions, needs, 
and the character of service to be rendered, 
are looming immediately before us. There- 
fore, we must organize, and instructions for 
further procedure will follow.” 

Mra. Haden, Chairman, 

Mrs. Inman introduced Mrs, Haden, tem- 
porary chairman, who stressed again the 
government call, first through act of con- 
gress creating the Council of Defense, and 
then through the council in calling for the 
county organization of every state in the 
union. 

She urged the importance of immediate 
entrance of the women of city and county 
upon the work planned for them, the city 
food administration being already appointed 
and the women’s organization named as a 
contributing factor-in it. 

After the enrollment of the state in the 
food-pledge campaign, the registration of 
the woman power of Georgia will come later, 
when the governor calls for it, while other 
work is already mapped out and essential,

unanimously elected:

Registration of the woman power of the 
country, what each woman can be counted 
upon to do, has to ‘be recorded on a certain 
kind of card issued by the government, which 
is the only kind that can properly tabulate 
the results, computing this woman power ‘by 
government machinery. 

The governor will issue a proclamation 
for registration, and a week or more before- 
hand the woman’s committee of the council 
in Georgia will call for a universal Drief 
period of prayer, the marshaling of the spir- 
itual force of women to herald the recording 
of her strength for material service.

DEKALB FAIR HAS BIG OPENING 
DESPITE INCLEMENT WEATHER 


Despite the handicap of inclement weather 
conditions, the opening of DeKalb County's 
greatest fair Tuesday was marked by an 
attendance of patrons that was well up to 
the expectations of the fair management, 
and the various features of the day, includ- 
ing the inaugural exercises, the feature of 
which was the parade of approximately 4,000 
schoo] children, and other events on the pro- 
gram, were well in keeping with advance 
promises of a general all-round fair of di- 
versified attractions, complete in its mi- 
nutest detail. 

The greatest exhibit of live stock in the 
history of DeKalb fairs is one of the chief 
features of the five-day carnival now going 
on at Decatur, in addition to sideline amuse- 
ments of various and miscellaneous natures 
provided on the midway. 

The formal opening of the 1917 fair Tues- 
day morning at 11 o’clock was heralded an 
hour before by a parade, in which school 
children only, over 4,000 in number, partici- 
pated; and by other exercises of an appro- 
priate character.

Now, to a certain extent this was a 
fine system. But it had many serious draw- 
backs. Grandma harped eternally on the 
dangers of sugar “causing worms; mother 
assured us we would “dry up and blow away” 
unless we ate tomatoes, canned quince, ber- 
ries and Sundry other hateful items; and even 
father believed in making us balance off a 
certain arbitrary quantity of dull, tasteless 
potato with every precious morsel of. meat. 

In the modern home, where there is an 
average of one child and some beautiful fur- 
niture, a considerable share of the food on 
the table comes ready fo serve, notwith- 
standing the embarrassment of labor-saving 
devices with which the flat is equipped. Gen- 
erally the lone youngster picks his own diet, 
and the picking is pretty punk. How can a 
real boy get sustenance, blood corpuscles and 
lime for his bones out of the insipid, dena- 
turized breakfast fodder which finds its way 
into far too many homes. He can’t get it, 
because it has gone to feed the cattle. On 
the general assumption that a boy just can’t 
digest natural food, it {s all fixed up nice 
and pretty for him until the poor child hardly 
knows whether breakfast is a Picnic or a 
moral duty. Perhaps if some rough and ready 
person were to inflict upon the boy a dish of 
whole cracked corn or whole seed wheat, 
properly cooked, he would learn to make a 
noise like a little man. If he has teeth he 
Ought to use them. 

His potatoes have the life and spirit botled 
out of them, to be thrown oufas waste. They 
should be baked, and in such manner as to 
render the skins palatable, Properly buttered. 
The skin of the potato carries most of the 
iron and other blood-making elements. His 
bread looks white and sickly enough to scare 
the appetite out of him. 

Children under nine should be abed évery 
night by eight or half past eight at the very 
latest. Children over nine may remain up 
until nine o'clock. If supper is taken at six, 
then a lunch should be the rule at bedtime. 
It is going to be a long time before break- 
fast, and a delicate child, like anyone else, 
will sleep better with the stomach engaged 
in light, pleasant occupation. Home-mad: 
bread and butter and brown sugar on con- 
stitutes the ideal, balanced bedtime lunch 
Or crackers and milk, if the child has had an 
ample sugar ration at other meals.

At that time 
shipper's were informed that individual 
licenses would not be required for 
shipments @ raw cotton to Great 
Britain, France, Italy and Japan, their 
colonies, possessions and protectorates, 
nor directly to Russia, provided such, 
shipments were covered by railroad 
and, or, ocean bill of lading dated on 
or before October 1, 1917. 

“The board now rules that until fur- 
ther action no individual licenses will 
be required for the exportation of raw 
cotton to the United Kingdom, France, 
Italy or Japan, their colonies, posses- 
sions or protectorates, or directly to 
Russia.”’ :

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Rain Causes Postponement 


Of Big Series Until .Today 


Fair and Warmer Is Weather Man’s Prediction for Wed- 
nesday—Teams Stay in New York until Two Games 
Are Played—Friday’s Game in Chicago Moved

Is Associated Press’ Pitching Forecast. 


New York, October 9.—Heavy rain, 
which began shortly before noon, 
caused a postponement until tomorrow 
of the third world series game sched- 
uled for today between the Chicago 
White Sox and the New York Giants. 
Rain fell during the night and early 
morning, but there was every prospect 
that the game would be played until 
the beginning of the heavy downpour 
that lasted all afternoon.

There 
was evidence that the game would have 
been attended by a capacity crowd, for 
fully 15,000 spectators 'were in the Polo 
grounds stands when the officlal an- 
nouncement of the postponement was 
made.

Edgar Watkins, attorney for the 
complainants in the car-fare case, will 
contend before the commission that it 
is unreasonable to ask 15 cents fare 
from a point just south of Buckhead to 
Oglethorpe university, a distance of 
four and one-half miles, while from the 
Same point one can ride for 5 cents all 
the way to Hapeville. 

On Tuesday the commission granted 
the petition of the citizens of Hatley to 
compel the Atlanta, Birmingham and 
Atlantic railroad to build a depot and 
establish an agency station at that 
point. The plans for the depot are to 
be submitted for the approval of the 
commission within sixty days, and the 
depot is to be completed within eight 
months, 

The commission denied the petition of 
the citizens of Poola to compel the 
Central of Georgia railrdad to stop its 
night fast passenger train at that point. 

Severali other cases of minor impor- 
tance were heard by the commission 
Tuesday.
